A PAYING VOYAGE 
The Graf Zeppelin has returned to Ger- 
many after a “strictly business’’ voyage 
to South America. As it is to start imme- 
diately on another trip, the presumption is 
that the enterprise proved to be a finan- | 


cial success. 

If one swallow does not make a sum- 
mer, neither does the fact that the Graf 
was able to pay its way once across the | 
ocean and back prove that trans-Atlantic 
air service on a commercial basis has ar- 
rived. Despite this favorable journey, the 
Graf must represent to .ts owners a huge 
investment on which they have thus far 
lost money, and on which there is no defi- 
nite prospect that they can earn dividends, 

But the event does mark a step, and | 
an important one, toward the establish- 
ment of long range commercial operation 
of the dirigible. This is probably the first 
time that a balloon has made a “paying” 
trip over any comparable distance. If busi- 
ness is found to be good enough to war- 
rant it# regular employment over that 
route, the long projected service between 
England and Canada will undoubtedly be- 
come a reality with the return of more fa- 
vorable times. 


U. S. WHEAT FOR CHINA 


Apparently nothing has yet been done, | 
by our Government or by private enter- 
prise, to make Canada’s surplus wheat 
available to the starving millions in south- 
ern China. That anything will be done 
in that direction does not appear to be 
probable, Failure to act and act prompt- 
ly in the circumstances will be bad busi- 
ness for Canada, as well as a failure to 
make good the humanitarian impulses 
which we and all other western peoples 
boast. 

Agents of the United States Govern- 
ment have arranged at Shanghai for the 
sale to the Chinese Government of some 
15,000,000 bushels of United States wheat 
That is something that Canadians 
and their Government should think about, | 
if we do not heed the claims of the hun- 
gry to help from those who have plenty. 

If China buys United States wheat to 
feed its flood victims now, it is very like- 
ly to continue to buy United States wheat 
in such quantity as it may require after 
the famine conditions have passed, Can-

Is it strange 
that to him it should be maddening to see 
other men rolling in luxury while his chil- 
dren are hungry? 

Nothing is doing more at this time to 
give stimulus to radical impulses and wild 
theories than the appalling contrast be 
tween extreme wealth and extreme pov 


erty jostling elbows in a world that is 
over-supplied with all the necessities of 
life Enlightened self-interest, to say 
nothing of humanity, should suggest to 


those who have wealth that this is a time 
when the general welfare should count 
more with them than immediate personal 
gain or the maintenance of their usual 
standard of living.

of the ulcers by radiation from the ul- 
tra-violet or actinic light.

Answer: Empyema is the accumu- 
lation of pus in any caviy of the bod 
but the term usually refers to the 
chest. When it occurs in the chest, 
it is usually due to pleurisy or injury 
Tt causes difficult, breathing, feve 
loss of strength and emaciation, 
well, and the white blood cells become 
very numerous in the examination of 
the blood. An empyema sear would 
be the adhesions which would form 
after the absorption of the pus. Thr

“We are not asking for relief at this
